country. "The headman of the kraal 
Is fitting In front of big but, sur- 
rounded by flftcoa to twenty men. 
Young men are busy handing round 
cups of beer. The reason for this 
gathering is the Illness of the wife of 
one of the men In the kraal. The 
cause of the Illness has been dis- 
cussed, the hones have been con- 
sulted (one of the superstitious 
practices among several Smith Afric- 
an Lrlbea) without result. Further- 
more, prayers have been offered to 
the Amadhiuzis (the spirit of de- 
ceased relatives) without any Im- 
provement In the poor woman's con- 
dition. 

Heathen Rites 

"At last It Is decided to send for 
the witch doctress, for It Is believed 
(hat the sick woman Is possessed by 
evil spirits. After some talk the 
men disperse and quietness again 
reigns In the kraal, but not for long. 
Suddenly the stillness Is broken by 
the Bound of singing and beating of 
drums. The witch doctress, with her 
company of supporters, has arrived, 
and the ceremony has started. In 
one of the large huts the sick woman 
Is lying on the bare floor. Squatted 
in different positions are seven or 
eight girls and women, who, when 
they notice us, make a still greater 
"else, iumc boa tine th*» ijrume, ethers 
rallying their nands, and aii singing. 
The theme of their Bong is p. re- 
quest tnat the Bplrlt shall depart 
from the sick person. The noise, 
which growB more frantic as the 
ceremony proceeds, is enough to 
drive the sufferer mad. 

"Meanwhile, the witch doctress 
walks round and round the woman, 
from time to time touching her with 
the tail of a hyaona, constantly smell- 
ing at it, to ascertain the character 
of the Illness or what kind of spirit 
has taken possession of her.

Sergeant Chungs 

Brought up In non-Christian sur- 
roundings In the Lushal Hills, and 
taught to sacrifice to devils, Ser- 
geant Chunga knew nothing of Christ 
or Salvation, during Ills younger 
years. He was only ten when his 
father died, and a few years later 
he enlisted In the King's Army, join- 
ing the Abor Expedition, for thirteen 
monih.H helping to bring about law 
and order among the Abor tribes of 
the Himalaya Mountains.

He also bad hie first glimpse of 
Christianity In Its most practical 
sense. He did not meet with any 
minis tera of the Gospel or receive any 
teaching whatever, but working to- 
gether with British Tommies he ob- 
served a few who were different from 
their companions and seemed of a 
hlghor, nohler type, not entering In- 
to the revelry onj drlnkiug 

On returning from France, 'a special 
friend came some distance to wel- 



come Brother Chunga. back home, 
rind be told him of The Salvation 
Army and its work in 1 lie Lushai 
Hills. This was the first our com- 
rade had heard of The Army, and he 
was immediately Interested. He care- 
fully watched, and thought matters 
out, then finally gave hlm*e!f tc Gcd 
and became a Salvationist. 

This was the commencement of a 
different life. His mother and friends 
tried hard to dissuade him from his 
new religion, and whenever sickness 
or difficulty came to him or his lit- 
tle family thny ^z^'iizi^ .,.>',.\ !(. 

waB because he refused to sacrifice 
to the devils. The chief of the vil- 
lage had always heen interested in 
Chunga, as his father had been his 
elder, and tried hard to entice him 
back tu tiie oid life, but be remained 
true and took a definite stand for 
God. 

The new convert and his wife and 
family commenced to pray for his 
mother and brother, that Salvation 
might come to their hearts, and 
after two years of faithful work and 
prayer, his mother accepted Christ, 
and to-day the whole family are 
Blood-and-Fire Salvationists. Prayer 
was answered, their faith rewarded. 

In Chunga's village, there are now 
more than one hundred Salvationists, 
and he acts as Corps Secretary.

In true keeping with the reporter's 
instinct, T determined to sample Lli« 
soup.

I tasted 
the soup, bringing all my skill as a 
connoisseur of culinary commodities 
to bear upon it. In an unbiased way

lent. This was not "charity soup." 
One couid understand the transforma- 
tion which would come in the hungry, 
discouraged man's outlook after hav- 
ing partaken of such warming, 
strengthening substance. 

But the men were leaving, so I 
hied me to the exit. Each man when 
finished put his bowl on a plate, 
placed his spoon in it, and carried it 
to the washer-tip. The young gentle- 
man who bore this designation was 
waiting with a towel in hand and 
grin on face, to commence operations. 
Shortly after the first man's depar- 
ture he was swamped with dishes, 
nnd too busy for even a grin. 

1 watched the men as they filed by. 
There was the stockbroker. He 
looked relieved. My French-Canadian 
friend came aluiig. Pierre had lost 
his forlorn, hopeless appearance. He 
was actually smiling. The group of 
Old Country youths followed, smack- 
ing their lips delightedly. They had 
ceased their wrangling long ago. 
The Army man upstairs had given 
them sound advice, and that, on top 
of the soup, had put them in capital 
humor. They were different fellows. 
A miracle of Salvation genius and 
soup! The ex-minister-passed through 
and laid his plate down in a self- 
conscious manner. The bored look 
had left his face. 

Hope Revivified 

In a few moments the room was 
empty and the kitchen staff were 
setting things right for the next lot 
of hungry men. Nearly two hundred 
men a day ar<> helped in. this wa". 
And Major White informed me that 
these represent but a fraction of the 
number of meals given away daily in 
Toronto. This is duplicated through, 
out every large Canadian centre — 
throughout the wide world, in fact. 
Wherever the needy are The Army 
brings its story of hope in every 
form, from soup kitchens to Gospel 
messages. Tn fget, the soup Iritchcn 
is a Gospel message of a very prac- 
tical sort. That is why it produces 
miracles!

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A Matter Calling for Attention 

T),,b question of Band caps seems to 
be one calling for atteuLiou in many 
Bands. Bandsmen sometimes forget, 
surely, that tie cap is just as import- 
ant a sartorial Item as the tuuic, and 
needs as much care. 

To start with, tbe shape of some 
caps that are worn iB really awful. 
I doubt whether the Trade Secretary 
would recognize them as haviDg come 
from the Trade Department. 11 is a 
great pity that some Bandsmen breult 
down the blocking in t'.ie front! M. 
absolutely spoils a cap. Then tiie 
badge! This should stand straight 
Tip. not He down facing the ground. 
It should be remembered, also, that 
Bandsmen are not entitled to wear 
an Officer's cap, neither are they 
authorized to wear an Officer's c.ilu- 
strap. - I have actually seen some 
Bandsmen wearing browu - colored 
straps which they have secured from 
elsewhere. 

There's another point. The author- 
ized cord should not be twisted. 

When a cap band has become dirty, 
either It should l>e washed, or a new 
one secured: the coat Is very littlo. 
The word "Salvation" on t'.ie band 
should stBTt above the right eye, and 
not directly in front, under the crest. 
With reference to the last-mentioned, 
if a'/ter a year or two it gets tarnish- 
ed, don't Tor the sake of a few cop- 
pers spoil the appearance of the cap; 
;i new crest will wonderfully freshen 
up it:; iippcarance and the crust should 
he fastened securely and not like 
some 1 have ueeii— Imaging half off. 

And what about the man w',10 wears 
liia cap over one ear? Words fall me! 

A soldier or the King's army would 
get Into "hot water" it the faults I 
have mentioned were observed, and 
they soon would be!

N» E tn m i.>iit with three valves is not 
a scientific possibility. The natural 
discrepaucies. however, in a first-class 
instrument are very minute, and. in- 
deed, are not recognised by many 
players, and can be easily rectified by 

Some of these natural faults can be 
corrected by cross-fingering, and all 
are capable of 'imnipulatlou by lip 
eontrol. As a competent player gets 
accustomed to his Instrument in due 
course, he rectifies these matters 
automatically or subconsciously. That 
is whv a new instrument frequently 
seems" faulty and harder to manipu- 
late thau one that has been used for 
a long period, and until one becomes 
accustomed to a new, or fresh instru- 
ment, and. an to speali, senses Its 
character and becomes thoroughly 
acquainted with it, the change may 
not be an agreeable one. Frequently 
new instruments are condemned on 
this account, and too-iiantily formed 
opinions are permitted to establish a 

The fact is that after becoming ac- 
customed to the delects or an old in- 
strument, and in due course failiug to 
lake any notice of them, a new instru- 
ment ie sometimes condemned as be- 
ing faulty because It differs from the 
old oue: and, though It actually may 
be a far superior Instrument, the old 
one is preferred. 

Iu a general way it may be said that 
it takes at least several months to 
become thoroughly used to a new in* 
strument, 

Much could be said on this point, 
but we must leave tbe instrument and 
proceed to deal with the player. 

Recognizing: Correct Pitch 

Now It iu a fact that some players 
are defective in regard to the recog- 
nition of correct pitch, and bo players, 
as well as brass instrument);, are 
faulty as to intonation, it may he 
taken for granted that it is a much 
more difficult task to tune defective 
bandsmen than faulty instruments. 

I have known of players who, uo 
matter what kind of instrument, or 
make, are given them, produce similar 
defective notes on all.' 

I once knew a coruet player who 
could never play G on the second line 
In tune. It was invariably fiat; while 
his son, who was a baritone player, 
always played upper C, sharp. 1 am 
at a loss to account, for this atrnnge 
coincidence, hut there is the fact. 
Whether It proceeded from a physical 
or mental cause F cannot tell. 

It is, however, a well-known fact 
that some Banduinei) always play a 
little sharp, while others consistently 
piuy flut. These facts are traceable In 
some cBBes to faulty niethmth nt nrif<> 
illation or want of Up management, 
and are more or less capable of cor- 
rection, providing the plsyer suhmits 
to a process of study and persistent 
practice, and is consciouB of his dis- 
ability. 

Unfortunately some are not, and it 
Is by no means an easy matter to de- 
velop the nhilfl.y In remgnfee true 
Intonation. Some will play atroclousiy 
out of tuue and not turn a hair, so to 
speak, white In others, whose BUncept- 



ifaililieB liare been quickened, dig 
slightest dissonance makes them 
wince and continued bad tuning Is a 
real torture. 

It Is, howerer, the "erratic" player 
who sometimes plays sharp and at 
other times fiat, who is most difficult 
to deal with. 

This Inconsistency may be due to 
either a physical or mental cause, It 
may be due to defective ear, or, o 
the other band, for want of a propw 
or uniform method of tongueing or 
lipping, or lack of muscular grip. ! Tlw 
latter defect Is more cominou time ii 

men who, through lack of physical 
aud muscular stamiua, never will 
make really good players. Because of 
lack of muscular strength, the lips art 
pinched when high notes are pro- 
duced, aud tiii» cau»«» iiieiu to be 
sharp. 

An Essential 

With otherB the difficulty Is s men- 
tal one, and this Is. perhaps, the most 
difficult of all eases to deal with. 
Ability to dlBtlnguIsh with sonio de- 
gree of accuracy the various degrees 
of the scale and intervals Is certainly 
essential, and, if this Is not a natural 
gift, it must be cultivated. 

Not all who desire to play an In- 
strument are naturally equipped wiii 
tbose particular faculties that go '3 
make a musician. In a criticism ot 
the singing of a modern Oratorio, i 
writer remarked, "It is uut a crack 
choir. Many members uru singing 
probably not because they ceu sins. 

harsh comment, perhaps, but possibly 
true. So perhaps with some who liave 
Instruments for which nature has not 
bestowed the necessary gifts. Still, 
much can be done by patient effort 
and persistent eudeavor, and many 
SalVHtion Army Bandsmen who. at 
drat, seemed almost hopeless, haw 
eventually become useful executants, 
and have done really good service by 
the exercise of tbe acnulred talent 

Cultivation, then, 1b essential, aofl 
rf tbe ear Is naturally defective, Btepa 
must be taken to rectify ll»*a &'<* 
ability, for playing will uever be tune- 
ful unless the ear is able to alt 
tlngulsh minute luaccurscies In rt 
gard to pitch.

"The gunman murderer, in most in- 
stances, proves to be tender-hearted; 
the bold robber, timid; the thief,

The warden himself lias "never car- 
ried a revolver or blackjack in Sing 
Sing Prison." He tells of convicts 
who have shed tears over the los* of 
their pets, of some who have offered 
their blood in transfusion cases, of a 
number who wished to risk their 
lives to save two men they saw 
drowning in the Hudson, and he says: 

"Those who think of the criminal 
as he is usually portrayed in fiction 
may find it difficult, to think of him 
as having any of the characteristics 
of a hfm. As a matter of fact, I 
know of a number of former prison- 
ers who distinguished themselves for 
bravery in the late War." 

Lest those outside absolve them- 
selves of all responsibilty for those 
whom the law has enmeshed, Warden 
Lawes finds that: 

"Crime is rarely a one-sided pro- 
position; guilt rarely entirely per- 
sonal. Responsibility must, in most 
instances, be shared by society, which 
takes credit for a man's virtues and 
should by the same token acknowl- 
edge at least some of the blame for 
his vjcew. The newspapers and movies 
mui;t, in some instances, share a good 
deal of the responsibility of crime, 
but so, too, must the schools, the 
churches, and many thoughtless 
fathers, indulgent mothers, vain 
wives, underpaying employers, dis- 
honest politicians, usurious banker?, 
grasping money-lenders, etc. In 
several cases of men who have been 
sent to Sing Sing in connection with 
big business failures, the failures 
were due to payments of high inter- 
est ratES to grasping money-lenders, 
who were themselves complainants, 
although they had actually received 
In interest more than they had 
loaned, and were therefore only 
nominal Ioser.s in the failures.'" 

He states also that mo.st prisoners 
are religious, with a firm belief in

Here We Are Able to Offer Our Readers the Story cf that 
Memorable Beginning as Told by Itself 



WHEN I read the Btory wrltton 
in the good old "War Cry," 
the other day, by Treasurer 
(Guernsey and Sergeant Bonnet, It 
£et me thinking. 

You see, it was iust about the time 
— the same year, any way — that the 
Founders decided that The Army 
should be put Into uniform, that they 
shocked any number of the staid 
old folks by actually introducing a 
Flag as one of the rc?E"!ar features 
for attracting the people. I don't 
mean the Union Jack or the Stara 
and Stripes, but "the Banner of 
Blood and Fire," as Colonel Pearson's 
song calls it. 

As was the case with the Uniform, 
tooth William and Catherine Booth 
were in at it — she quite 2s much as 
he. It was not often that she was 
many yards behind him in the race 
which "they both ran together" — and 
this time, Indeed, it was The Army 
Mother who took the lead. 

Coventry has been noted for a 
good many things — silk and bikes 
and motors — but for Army folk it 
stands out as being the place at 
which Catherine Tlcotli. the Found- 
er's wife, presented tho first Corps 
V]ae \Vhstt Aft vnii thtnt nf Mint? 



No! I don't think there are many 
In the Corps to-day who wer-j present 
at that meeting— flfty years Is a long 
time. Isn't it? — and most or the "Old 
Brigade" of those days are in Glory 
now. 

Fifty years! Dear me! What a lot 
has happened since then! 

I like to think, too, of the fine Of- 
ficers we have had who have march- 
ed behind me — and stood by my 
side on the meadows — some of them 
sometimes through all sorts of op- 
position — Cadman and John Allen 
and Wellman and Tad Irons (he was 
a champion, was Ted) and Foster and 
Polly Parkins. 

Settfntr the Pftce 

Yes! I reckon Coventry set the 
pace for the whole jolly Army. Ae 
soon as other Corps knew about us 
and about me, why, they were want- 
ing Flags all nver the country: and 
you youngsters of to-day, who have 
only seen and known The Army five 
or ten, or mayhap a score of years, 
you all know what a half-baked sort 
of a show an Open-air or a proces- 
sion looks without at least a couple 
of Flags — one for the Band and one 
for the Corps. A couple, did I sayV 
Why, I know some Officers who feel 
like a fish out of water unless they've 
got at least a dozen out oH a Sun- 
day night. 

How many Flags luivo we t'Ot al- 
together? Did you ask? Well, there 
must be tens of thousands, and don't 
forget, 1 was the first!

stood for— Faithfulness and Loyalty 
and Victory. "We've marched many 
a mile." sl.e said, "without a Flag, 
but we shall marcli ever a<» much 
better with one!"; and so we have 
done! She preached from that text. 
"Terrible as an Army with Banners,' 
and told the Soldiers that God want- 
ed them to he a "terror tu evil- 
doers-." Of course, the people laugh- 
ed Plenty during the next few weeks 
because the Captain was a woman, 
and sometimes she had to carry me 
herself. 

Colors Never Changed 

I believe the Founder nnd Mrs. 
Booth hid designed it together— the 
arrangement of its three colors has 
never been changed tioni mai uuy 
to this, uiid that first Flas not. only 
carried in Its centre the "fiery star." 
but the motto which, by its means, 
was then introduced. "Blood and 
Fire." 

Talk about "Fights for the Flag." 
indeed ! There have been hundreds 
of them; and any rumber of broken 
noses and broken heads too, but 
what odds? The great thing is the 
Flag Is still flying, and that all round 
the world. In city and in village, in 
the slum and on the sea beach, amid 
Arctic snows and In the Zulu kraate. 
Salvationists of all nations still love 
to fight under it und believe, as they 
sing, that: 

The Flag that guides poor sinners on
